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Nancy Lee (Mary Magwire), a 


young girl who has lost her job in a 
department store, sneaks into the 


basement of an exclusive apartment 


to get dry and warm in the furnace 
room. There she is found by Jimmy 
Whalen (Tom Brown), a $12-a-week 


elevator boy who sympathizes with 


her and helps her. 

Surprised by the angry apartment 
house manager (Arthur Aylesworth), 
the youngsters finally make their 
peace with him when Jimmy pleads 
that Naney be hired as a maid to 
help the manager’s over-worked wife. 

Thomas J. Jesse (Hugh Herbert), 
a playboy and art collector who has 
money off and on, takes an interest in 
Jimmy and tells him about his prize 
art object—a Mine vase valued at 
$10,000. He tells Nancy about it 
also, warning her not to break it 


_when she cleans his apartment. He is 


habitually genial and always amus- 
ingly tight. 

Mr. Murdock (Joseph King), 
another tenant, is the opposite of Mr. 
Jesse. He is a hypocritical pillar of 
society who has no consideration for 
the hired help. 

As the friendship fore Jimmy 
and Naney ripens into love, Jimmy 
notices that she is hiding something. 
She goes away on her day off and he 
is mystified until he discovers that 
she goes to visit her baby in a home 
for children. On the day he diseovers 
this, Mary has broken Mr. Jesse’s 
Ming vase in the course of her clean- 


ine. Terrified at having broken the 


priceless pottery, she runs away. 
Eventually she is found in a hos- 
pital, having been picked up follow- 


ing her collapse from undernourish- 


ment. Jimmy tells her he knows 
about the baby and likes the child 
and that Mr. Jesse has lent him the 
money to pay the back bills on the 
child’s upkeep. 

Meanwhile Mr. Murdock goes away 
for two weeks. 
Jimmy decides to put Nancy up in 
his apartment and to bring her baby 
there. He sets the stage and brings 
Naney home from the hospital. While 
they are in Murdock’s apartment, 
its owner returns and immediately 
ealls a policeman. 

Jesse, going to bat for the young- 
sters, then exposes Murdock as cheat- 
ing on his society wife and threatens 
to expose him. Anxious to get out 
Murdock in his confusion picks up 
Jesse’s suitcase, springs it open and 
drops a vase out of it. Exclaiming 
that his Ming vase was broken and 
worth $10,000, Jesse immediately pro- 
ceeds to collect two checks for $5,000 
each from Murdock, holding over his 
head the exposure “of his hideaway 


apartment. Murdock pays under pro- 
test, fearing the publicity ‘attendant 


on exposure. 
Jesse explains to Naney that the 


vase Murdock had broken was a 
cheap duplicate of the Ming vase. 
Then he gives them one of the $5,000 — 


checks and his blessing. 


HUGH HERBERT — the_comedian

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LAUGH STUNTS SELL SHOW 


SQUIRREL CAGE 
IN YOUR LOBBY 


Send out your star trapper to 
round up a number of squirrels 
for display purposes in the lob- 
by of your theatre. Placed in a 
cage with some good catchlines, 
squirrels ought to be rage of 
town. Some of the catchlines 
which we’ve thought of are: 
“These squirrels have chosen 
Hugh Herbert as their favorite 
star because he’s nuts.” “Nuts to 
Hugh and You and Hugh.” 
“It’s Nut-ty Time at the Strand 
because That Man’s Here 
Again.” Local nut company 
ought to be interested in tieing- 
in with stunt — they’ll be able 
to get some swell tie-up ideas. 


LAFF PRESERVER 


Ought to be fairly easy to pro- 
mote some life preservers — the 
kind they use on ships, not the 
eating kind — and deck them 
around your lobby with catch- 
line — “LAFF preservers for 
those who go down under Hugh 
Herbert's barrage of humor.” 
Also good idea to fill up circle 
in “laff” preserver with large 
blow-up of Hugh Herbert’s 
head — he has the kind of face 
that gets them. Might have 
printed on life preserver, “S. S. 
Hugh Herbert” and fill in pic- 
ture’s title, if you can. Boys 
could roll them down street for 
bally purposes. 


CURIOUS LIFT SHADE 


In some convenient spot near ticket win- 
dow have your artist and carpenter rig 
up affair which gives window effect. 
Sign on shade teases customers with — 
“That Man’s Here Again. Who Is He?” 
Lives there a lobby-looker who can re- 
sist snapping up the shade, and who 
wouldn’t get a laugh when he sees an es- 
pecially dizzy head of Hugh Herbert 
staring at him. Quite simple, but very 
effective, and bound to be appreciated by 
the patron who can enjoy a mild laugh on 
himself. Instead of still of Herbert, 
might use a head from one of the posters. 


HUGH-M 


WOODPECKER FEEDING 


A blow-up of Hugh’s head can make a swell animated 
display by getting a compo-board woodpecker banging 
away at the side of his head. You can get a better idea 
of what we mean by looking over the ads, where stunt 
is illustrated. 


CUCKOO CLOCK HERBERT 


Head of Hugh Herbert could be pasted on face of cuc- 
koo clock so that door (out of which cuckoo comes) is 
on his forehead. You then doctor up the mechanism so 
that the bird comes out of his forehead every few min- 
utes to tell folks that your star is cuckoo. 


HUGH PASSES WINDOW 


Construct small window with sign on it saying “That 
Man’s Here Again.” In back of window is slowly re- 
volving wheel with still of Hugh Herbert attached in 
such a way that he appears at the window every few sec- 
onds. Good still, showing Hugh tipping his topper, is 
No. LB 72. Incidentally, it would also be swell if you 
blew it up, mounted it on compo-board, and animated 
it so that hat was raised and lowered.

“AUDREY” ENDORSES 


“Little Audrey” has become a popular 
character all over the country and has 
been the heroine of as many folk tales as 
her more grown ap rivals, Pat and Mike. 
If you have an artist in your theatre, have 
him make a drawing of “Little Audrey,” 
blow it up for your theatre front with 
this copy —“Little Audrey laughed and 
laughed when she saw ‘That Man’s Here 
Again’ because she knew that it was the 
funniest picture she ever saw.” Interest 
could be worked up among local pun- 
sters in a contest for the best “Little Au- 
drey” catchlines for the picture. 


EROUS DISPLAY 


HUGH — THE BIG BABY 


Need we tell you how many ways you 
an use this drawing to advantage?

_ Get a picture of a group of monkeys, | 
blow it up, and paste faces of Hugh 
Herbert over the monkeys’ faces. It ought to give folks 
the idea that your star is a bit of a comic. 


LAUGH EXPERT 
GIVES EXHIBIT 


There’s always some local fel- 
low who can imitate every kind 
of laugh — from a snicker to 
a real good belly laugh. Let 
him put on act either in lobby 
or on stage of your theatre, giv- 
ing him plenty of ballyhoo. 
Build him up as professor of 
laughter (like the famous snore 
professor) with all kinds of 
sheepskins, command _ perform- 
ances, etc. Of course he can save 
his heartiest laughs for plugs 
for the piéture. Stunt requires 
a man with talent and with a 
sense of humor to put over, but 
if you can get the right man, 
it’s a swell stunt. 


Jack-in-the-box stunt fits in nice- 
ly with picture’s title. Using 
live model — or toy one with 

_ face of Hugh Herbert plastered 
on — place “Jack” in your lob- 
by, and have him pop in and out 
with sign “That Man’s Here 
Again.” Stunt is sure-fire atten- 
tion-getter and might be used 
atop your marquee with record 
attachment to do your plugging. 
Could make street stunt by 
merely mounting box on small 
wheel truck and _ pushing 
through streets. Ought to be 
easy enough to persuade small 
boy to play “Jack” for a pair of 
ducats. 


LUNATIC STREET GAG 


After you’ve seen Hugh in this picture, 
you'll be saying he’s positively insane — 
which gives us an idea for an effective 
street bally. Have two men dressed as 
guards from an insane asylum escorting 
“character” who is dressed in top hat, 
tails — all the embellishments of a man- 
about-town. Catchline on guards can 
read —“‘That Man’s Here Again’ but 
he’s going back again. See him at the 
Strand which has been turned into a nut 
house during the showing of Hugh Herb- 
ert’s new picture.” Stooge should be able 
to imitate Hugh’s mannerisms. 


RIDICULOUS MAN 


This one isn’t the newest gag 
in the world but it certainly 
is appropriate for this picture. 
Send a man around town, 
dressed as ridiculously as pos- 
sible, wearing, for example, 
high boots, tailcoat, necker- 
chief and topper. Placard 
reads: “If you think I’m fun- 
ny, wait till you see Hugh 
Herbert at the Strand.” 


FAMILY ALBUM 


Local photographer or one of 
your older families ought to 
have some real old-fashioned 
pictures in the ’90’s style trac- 


ing someone’s life history 


from boyhood to manhood. 
On each one dub in a head of 
Hugh Herbert, calling whole 
exhibit “The Life History of 
aiNut.” 


TOO MANY HUGHS 


Have your artist arrange a 
group of heads of Hugh 
Herbert, about nine in all, in 
back of and slightly to the 
side of each other, in a sort 
of shadow effect. Copy can 
read — “That Man’s Here 
Again — and again — and 
again,” and so on, as many 
times as you like. Ought to be 
effective with flashing lights. 


WANDERING NUT 


Walking peanut man to hand 
folks a good laugh. Make up 
a large replica of nut with 
spaces for man’s legs, permit- 
ting him to wander to the 
busier sections of town. At 
the right moments, he opens 
front part of nut displaying 
sign — “That Man’s Here 
Again and he’s nuttier than 
ever, etc.”

AND MORE SELLING SLANTS, 


TRY NUT GIVEAWAY 
FOR TIE-UP STUNT 


Hugh Herbert is a natural for the 
nut giveaway stunt. Your printer 
can put some ad copy on envelopes 
containing a few nuts; copy says 
““That Man’s Here Again’ with a 
new bag of tricks — and nuttter 
than ever” etc. Of course, if there 
is a nut shop in town you tie up 
with it and enclose order blanks 
“for fresh nuts.” In the window 
of the nut shop you place stills of 
Herbert, with copy, introducing 
“the greatest nut of all” in “That 
Man's tietée- Again at oa oR. 
Theatre. 


COMIC UNDERLINERS 


You can reach your laugh seek- 
ers by getting in a few small but 
effective underliners at the bottom 
of comic pages. If your local pa- 
per doesn’t run a whole page of 
comics you can place a line be- 
neath a humor column or syndi- 
cated cartoon. Line reads some- 
thing like this: “Jf you're the kind 
of person who's not afraid to 
laugh see ‘That Man’s Here 
eit 5, far) Semcme ren ote a Theatre.”

Get a pretty girl in a 
nurse’s uniform and a “doctor,” 
with instruments etc., to take care 
of the laugh victim. When the 
crowd has gathered they see a sign 
in the window, reading: “He saw 
Hugh Herbert in “That Man’s 
TA GID AAAI EO choca eS s 
Theatre and he can’t stop laugh- 
ing.” 


OLD ROLE CONTEST 


Run a “That Man’s Here Again” 
contest by going back to Hugh 
Herbert’s old parts, each illustra- 
ted with stills. Offer ducats or 
other prizes to the fan who suc- 
ceeds in identifying the greatest 
number of roles. Stills for the 
contest are available at the office 
of the Campaign Plan Editor, 321 
West 44th St., N.Y.C. Set of 12 
—$1. Emphasize the “That Man’s 
Here Again” title on the stills to 
bring back memories of Herbert’s 
old parts. 


SANTA’S BACK AGAIN 


For an attractive lobby stunt, stand a 
large cut-out of Santa Claus out in front. 
When the curious gather round they see 
a “That Man’s Here Again” sign across 
the figure along with a gag to the effect 
that it may be April in New York but 
its good cheer and Xmas time at the 
Strand. It would be better, still, if you 
could dress up a real live Santa to walk 
ad copy on his back passing out heralds 
from his bag at the same time to pass- 
ers-by. 


USE LAFF STUNTS 


There are a good many laff 
stunts which may be easily 
adapted to your “That Man’s 
Here Again” campaign. There 
is the laugh meter, which rec- 
ords the laughs for passers-by 
to see. A contest for discover- 
ing the heartiest laugh always 
goes over with a howl. And the 
laugh graph can be revamped 
by tieing it up with the story, il- 
lustrated at the high spots with 
stills. Graph can also be ani- 
mated by using colored lights 
and a laugh record hidden in 
the: rear. l4- you can -get an 
empty gas cylinder, place it in 
lobby with sign: “For 90 min- 
utes of laughter take laughing 
gas or see “That Man’s Here 


Again.” 
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KIDS’ ENDORSEMENTS 


The kiddies will be sure to go for the 


whole show. If there is a Motion Pic- 
ture Committee in town, invite them to 
see the picture and get them to endorse 
it as good clean fun for young and old. 
And special kiddie matinee, with favors, 
games, etc., ought to give you a swell 
Saturday afternoon crowd. Build up 
for your big kiddie matinee by having 
heralds passed out at the schools. Stress 
the favors and games and the kids will be 
sure to show up.

Thea- 
tre, his cameraman and sartorial 
adviser was Warren Lynch, who 
sat in on the comedian’s confer- 
“ences with his tailor, whether on 
the set between takes or at home. 

Lynch looked over the tailor’s 
offerings for color and material 
while Herbert’s measurements 
were taken. He walked over to 
the lights and held any given se- 
lection up for inspection and 
shook his head one way or the 
other to signify opinion. 

Quizzed on the subject, Lynch 
advises that suits which look well 
in the tailor’s windows or on 
stars away from the studios very 
often look bad under the lights 
and to the camera’s eye. 

“It’s a matter of color and tex- 
ture,’ the cameraman opines. 
“Grays and most light colors look 
pretty good before the camera if 
the material has any life at all. 
It’s the dark colors that give us 
trouble. 

“Take tuxedos and tail-coats, 
for instance,” he continued. 
“Nine Times out of ten the ac- 
tors choose them in black. There 
is nothing harder to photograph 
than black. It has no life and 
it catches lights in the wrong 
way. If we could educate the 
players to have their formal 
clothes made in midnight blue, 
we’d get somewhere. 

“Midnight blue takes the light 
properly and gives off life. Other 
blues offer their problems. Some 
of them are dull and lifeless and 
look like rags no matter how 
much they cost or how hard you 
work in lighting them. Other 
blues, if they happen to have a 
pattern woven into them, show 
up fine to the camera.” 

“That’s why it’s important that 
the cameraman be consulted when 
a star is having his wardrobe 
made for a picture. It makes it 
easier later when we start photo- 
graphing, as in Mr. Herbert’s 
case.” 

“That Man’s Here Again” is a
